BOSTON, May 35,—Reginald A, 
Fessenden, inventor ¢2 the wireless 
telegraph instruments on which the 
business of the National Electric Sig- 
naling Company is based, was award- 
ed damages of $406,175 against that 
company, in a suit brought in the 
United: States Court before Judge 
Dodge, for breach of contract, 

Fessenden claimed that $:30,000 was 
due him, with interest on that  suin 
from July 1,-1908, for. services AS gen- 
eral manager of the company, and as 
the inventor of the patented instru- 
ments now controlled by. it. 

Mr.. Fessenden has been character- 
ized as a “wizard of electricity” and 
was called by Elihu Thompson, the fa- 
mous inventor, the “greatest wireless 
inventor of the age.” Fessenden: ca- 
tablished a. station. at Brant Rock, 
for the purpose of ‘working out his 
theories, and brought them to a satiz 
factory conclusion, after ten years of 
fesearch and study. Mr: Fessenden 
waa borm at Bolton, Que., Oct. '6, 1896, 


and was educated: at Trinity College} 


School, Port’ Hope, Ont., afterward 
taking up‘ the practical’ study of clec- 
trical engincering.

-The woman who feels tho attraction 
of photographs will be glad to hear of 
an opening which, if not exactly new, 
is more or Jess unknown to the aver 
ago woman worker. 

“fo begin with, a knowledge of prac 
tleal photography 1s essential for those 
who want to become expert Iantern 
slide makers—as, for fnstance, of de 
veloping and derelopers—for “It 1s not 
enough to be able to expose and dere!- 
op a slide. The operator must know 
precisely what effect she is alming at 
and just what dereloper will suit ber 
purpose.” Among the points for rec 
ommendation of this work ware the fol- 
Jowlng: 

“There {s no Umit of_nge for this 
work, but it fs essential that.a lantern 
wlide’colorist should possess good eye- 
sight and steady, sensitive hands. In- 
deed, it is apparently work pecullarly 
suitable for women” Like most other 
arts, it requires great concentration, 
skill and pleasure in the work, and 
also, like the others, rebuffs will probs- 
bly be many before any measure of 
success is attalned Though women 
are often employed by Jantern slide 
makers, few. have taken up the work 
on thelr own behalf,-and yet ft is ob- 
vious that more and more of this meth- 
od of illustration is belng used for 
amusement, fok instruction, for 'sclen- 
tife purposes and for advertisement. 
There {s no Iimlt to its scope.

In buying frst select what picazes 
you in size, color and design, then 
take time and go orer it as thoroughly 
as a horseman would orer- a horse 
which be contemplates buying. Lift 
{t to test the weight. Oriental rigs 
are much hearier In Proportjon to their 
alze than the domestics. See if it lies 
straight on the floor and has no folds, 
Take hold of the center and pull it 
up into a sort of cone sha If com- 
pactly woven it will stand alone dust 
as 8 pleco of good silk will. Examine 
tho pile and see whether it ts long, 
short or worm In places down to-the 
warp threads; also note the number of 
knots to the square inch and whether 
or not they are firmly tied. 

Separate the pile, noting whether the 
woot Is of the snme color, but of # 
deeper shade near the knot than it Is 
on the surface, or If It is of an en- 
tlrely different color, Vegetable dyes 
usually fade to lighter shades of the 
original color, while anilines fade to 
Gifferent colors, A good way to test 
the material, this’ very clerer sales- 
man told me, fs to lightly burn the 
surface with a match, thos producing 
a Diack spot. If the wool is good 
the sioged part can be brushed off 
without the least trace of the burn.

Tonto, who ja\a well-known’ Belleville 


| Over 12 years ago Mr. Sheppard, 
ywho' served’ in the Fenian’ Raid of 
1866, and at Red River in 1870, made 
application to the Medal Claim Board 
at Ottawa, asking, that the medal be 
sent to him in Lockport, ‘N.Y., where 
he was staying at the time. 

| The registered package, as shown 
hy the Post Office stamp, was receiy- 
ed in Lockport, N-Y., on Feb. 6th, 
1900. In the meantime Mr. Sheppard 
hhad-left for Winnipeg, without leav- 
ing a forwarding address. As a re- 
sult, the package was unclaimed and 
‘was returned to Ottawa. ; 
Mr. Sheppard repeatedly wrote to 
the Board regarding the medal, from 
(Winnipeg, Toronto, ard’ Borden, 
Sask., but was informed that it was 
too late, and that no more medala

This 
week's issue of the Canadian Metho- 
dist organ advocates drastic legisla- 
tion against “the marriage of the un- 
fit.” The unfit should be eliminated 
by the necessity of producing health 
certificates with the marriage license. 
The Christian Guardian claims, and 
sums up with this declaration: 

“Whether it is due to his misfortune 
vr to sin, the man who is not normal 
physically and mentally, or who has 
a communicable or an incurable dis- 
ease, ought not to be allowed, in jus- 
tice both to the present and the com- 
ing generation, to marry and repro- 
duce his kind. And the church has.a 
duty in enforcing this sentiment upon 
the state for its embodiment in law.'*

Race Suicide In France, 


Paria, May-20.—The French Minis- 
ter of Labor, in the report of the vital 
statistics of France for 1911, says the 
number of deaths was 34,869 moro 
than tho total of the year previous, 
thus continuing the unfavorable sit- 
uation of France as compared with 
that of growing nations.

No 
doubt there was a considerable in- 
crease in that class of goods, but 
that indicates a highly desirable 
state of affairs, namely that our 
manufacturing industries, fostered 
by a moderate degree of protection, 
are growing and oxtending, as, in- 
deed, is evidenced in Belleville by 
tho expansion of local industries. 

‘At the same time, however, the 
popular demand =for rapid ‘transit 
on land, air, and water, by automo- 
bileg, acroplanes and swift motor

During the least year the United 
States exported to Canada, accord- 
ing to the official returns, 2701 au- 
tomobiles,-valued st $3,219,338, 
‘bat to automobile machinery and 
engines for motor bofts of high 
speed.no reference is made: These 
articles, which are not as yet man- 
ufactured in Canada, or if so to a 
yéry small extent because they 
are protected by patents, are no 
doubt classed by The Star as raw 
material for the manufacturers.

It saw tho 
completion’ for the moment..of the 
side aiiecting the laws of Quebec and 
the resumption of tho argtiment af- 
fecting. the broad constitutional and 
jurisdictional points by Mr. IL.

Hellmuth, K.C.;' who, far. the oppan: 
ents. of the bill, followed Mr. ig- 
nault. 

Mr, Hellmuth claimed that the Lan-

Justice Idington—“Supposing two 
well-known people, Roman Catholics, 
declared their intention and .it was 
known from one end of the province 
to the other that they would get mar- 
ried. but not before a pricst, almost 
repudiating their church, as it were?’ 
fr. Mignault—"Of course the ques- 
tion assumes they are still Roman 
Catholics?" 

Justice Idington—"Yes;, how can 
you bind them when clandestinity 
does not cover their condition?”

Wilbur. Wright was born in Henry.

They started a job. print- 
ing office, and for a while published 
a small sheet that had a suburban 
circulation.’ They entered’ the busi- 
ness of manufacturing bicycles. They 
a ee studying the flying machine, ac- 
quired a knowledge of the underlying 
principles, and.to them, it is said, is 
due the credit of first pabucly demon- 
trating to the world the practicability 
of dynamic flight. 

The two were former aviators in the 
United States, manufacturing aero- 
planes of their own invention at their 
workshops, near Dayton, Ohio, and 
tater giving demonstrations in Eu- 
rope, as well as in many places in the 
United States. The brothers were 
sented with gold medals by the Un ted 
States Government for their aerial 
achievements, and their services to 
the country in assisting in the devel- 
opment of military aviation.
